Toknowliow best to treat tliQliulinn 
population, and to do it, i.s n matter 
of no littlo importancG to the Pacilic; 
Provuico. Boforo us ia tlio Eoport of 
the Secretary of State for the Poviuccs 
Qiutitfi X u^jttD branch of liis Dcpart- 
meni, in -wluch British Columbia cDino.s 
in for its share of attention. In it our 
Indian jjopulation is put down at forty- 
'fivo thousand, "a portion of whom are 
in various Rtngos of sonii-civilizalion, 
and another portion wl oliavo advancud 
tMtHtHe, if at ftU. beyond the condi- 
tionTpf,Inaian l^e." After adverting; 
toMwsronary ioffort ainonp the Indians, 
« the -Bopoit recognizes the diflicadties to 
' bo' encountered in bringing such a 
poj^ubition, scattered OTCr so -wide a 
tenitoiy, under any uniform system. 
'Ifwell remarks, "The great point wiU 
be tq begin right; and, although, for 
,RQ^e?;tppdec'. a region, the Local Sttifl" 
.'available may iwt bo adequate to the 
occasion, and tlio working of the Ir.ws 
and regulations liilherto unknown, 
thoro may bo attended with hindran- 
ces and inconveniences which will im- 
pede progress, yet the Indians will 
•'(SOttbfelcss soon comprehend that their 
affairs aro to be administered in sucli a 
manner that wliatevcr rights and pri- 
vileges are possoBRod bj' the people of 
'■ other origins will be secru-ed to tliom; 
aadthati'Onifcheirpart, by conforming 
•rio tlie laws enacted for their benefit, 
. tliey will enable the Q-overnmcnt the 
bettor to protect their interests." 
That portion of the report devoted to 
British Columbia concludes in the fol- 
^lowiug words; "It is trusted that, pre- 
viously to the period of issuing an- 
JiothBr' official report on Indian AiTairs, 
some pi-ogress will have been made in 
forming jjlaus, and also in carrying 
..them out, for promoting the material 
Avelfare of the Indians of British Co- 
lumbia." The hope expressed by the 
..Siecretary ofState atthe end of 1871 
I tivS scarcely been realized. True, the 
' appointmont of a Superintendent of In- 
dian Ailhirs in the Pacific Province 
has been offered to a geutloraau in this 
community; but beyond that, wo are 
not awEire of any "progress" having 
•KSSriinado. Although an admirer of 
'•IfifcYndian jiolicy of Old Canada, wo 
cannot be blind to the important dif- 
Iference in the circtunstance.s under 
which the Ked 3Ian is presented on 
this const,— circumstances so different 
as to lead one to doubt how far a 
^Tetenr of ^iadmiuistration which has 
T^en* 'fb\md to answer SO adinirably on 
the eastern rim of the continent may 
be adapted to the "West. As 
has already been intimated, the ques- 
tion of how best to administer tlie af- 
fairs of n native population outnumber- 
ing the whites by about live to one, is 
of very great importance, andmay well 
challenge the serious thought of bntli 
the Local and Central heiids of the 
Indian Department. And just lioro it 
occurs to us to ask whether tlioro is not 
a possibility of danger of setting the 
Red Man's tune, so to speak, to too 
h.'E;li a key. It would, indeed, bo a 
grave ernn- were the present relative 
numerical importance of the two rnceH 
to bo made the gauge of their rights 
and intorents. The Red Man of Xorlh 
America has at times been made the 
HfcftJject of 'a Sort of sickly sentimental- 
i';v. The Indian of jioetryand romance 
does not often lind a very striking 
■counterpart in the Indin.nof i-eal, every 
day life. For instfuiee, how very 
strangely docs Cooper's! "I'neus" 
contrast witb Quinestin, chief of the 
Euclataws ! In administe ring the af- 
fairs'Bf the fifty thousand Indians of 
British Columbia, it were well to strike 
tho hai:)py mcdiiun betwcpu Exeter 
Hall sentimentality and Yankee exter- 
mination. While not prejjarcd logo 
the length of tho one in recognising in 
.13ie.JEl^5cl Maa the rightful J 'lord of tho 
soil," wO'WOuld not join with the other 
,iu denying his right to any ])art of it. 
'Better adopt the more prn<;tical princi- 
ple of reserving for him just as mucli 
land as ho \.'ill nmlcc a |)ro])(.o' use of, 
and no more. It must not be forgotten 
;^at civilization has its rights as well 
as Bavagery; and if it really bo tho des- 
liihy^of this continent to be ])eo]ile(l 
and subdued by the Auglu-Wiixon race, 
ithe so-called iutorrstsof tlio l{e(l IMau must 
yield to, rather than overrido those of 
the whites. It should, therefore, lie 
|tl^9 steady aim of the Administration 
to 'aeelc to promote in the highest pos- 
,|jiblo degree the interests and gcneinl 
well-being of the whites, while, at the 
same time, tlu; fading race sJiouId be 
tho objet'f (if tender solieitudo, and tlie 
reoij)ioiit of fair \)hiy and oven-handed 
justice. Under the old dispen.sation, 
tho Hebrew people gave no quarter to 
tho heathen tribes which thoy found 
in occupation of tho land they tbem- 
selves were destined to inhabit. But, 
nndcfr'thd new and better dispensation of 
Christianity, it is both tho duty and the 
true i)olicy of tlio dominant incomin^f vm'.e 
to meet the aboriginos in a dillerout .'i])irit 
and seek to do thorn good a.s well as jus- 
tice — tP.piyo them tlio bonofit of a liiglun- 
oiWh'zatioln and o'bottor roligioji. TIioko 
lelliv^tions aro gernmno to tho reniarka wo 
• foci called npnn to mako in reference to 
tho Indian Krrtervo question. There Im.s 
been a <liHp<).siti<>n in tlio i)a;it to unduly 
npprcipriale land for Indian Ka.serves. In 
quantity those ro.sorvos have boon alto- 
gotbei- excessiro. In tho location and 
form ol theao rcBorvefl, n total disregard 
of tlio intci-estK and progroH.f of tho white 
HCttlonieut liaH often been nuinifosted. To 
mo llio words of the Secmtury of HIato, 
t\w fliroat point will he to bcpiu riRht un- 
der tho now administration, in the matter 
of 'Wdfan resorves, as in all other niattors 
COOUectod vitii the mannfjomontof Indian | 



afl'uirs. It is oliaraetoristio of tko North 
Aiucrican, that if you givo him an inch 
he wants an oil. It ha» been seen, for in- 
stance, how the wants and expectations 
of tho Indians in Manitoba have grown, 
until thoy ask that tho Government shall 
Block their fanua, give them schools, aiid 
"clotho their children until such tiino as 
thoy raise wool enough to manufacture it 
for themselves." Such is the real Indian 
ehiiractor, and the true way for the Gov- 
ornuient to meet tlicso people ip the lirat 
instance is with iMitJiNuss and JUSTrrn. A 
weak, vacilating pelioy will never do for 
poor Lo. lu inaugurating an Indian Bys- 
tom for British Columbia, "tho great 
point will bo to begin right." 

In the Wrong Place. 

Very great dis.'satisfaction is, wo loam, 
expressed in Kooteiiay on account of the 
Crovurnnient ofTices being located on Per- 
ry Creek, a di;itanoo of about fifteen miles 
from "Wild Horse Creek and from .Joseph's 
Prairio, wdiero the chief part of tlio popu- 
lation is. With a like jjervorsa disregard 
of public convonience, tho poll was also 
held on Perry Crook during the late eloo- 
tion, and the tionsec[uence was praotioal 
disfranchisement of the majority of tho 
electors. It is quite trne that .headquar- 
ters cannot be at everybody's door; and it 
not to bo expected that all would bo satis- 
lled. Eut there is no doubt that Perry 
Crook is not the most central and conven- 
ient place — it is not tiio most convenient 
place for tlu> greatest number; and that 
is really the j>rineiplQ by which sucli mat- 
ters ought to ho regulated. If wo were 
asked now where Kootenay headcjuartcrs 
ought to be located, wo would, with oui 
prL'Henfc information upon the suljjeet;, 
nuliesitatingly say, "Joseph's Prairio, " — 
"not for Josc'i>li; no, not for Joo," but 
simply u])on the principle of the greatest 
aceommoitation to tho greatest number. 
From all we have boon enabled to learn, 
tho locality wo have named is destined to 
be the chief town of Kootenay.

]Ujr.. Oarnngtofa, t|ie bMror 6{^e eXoo^ 
tion writ to Kootenay, returned to this 

city yesterday, bringing Kootenay news 
to tho 26th lilt. Mr. Carringtonmado tho 
jonruey from Wild Horse Creek to Hopo 
in twelvo days; found a foot and a half of 
snow on Shopjiard Mountain, but none on 
Hope Mountain; mot Johnston, the Ex- 
pressman, on tho 3rd, 16 miles on the 
other side of Rock Creek; mot Mr. Haynos 
near tho summit of Hopn Mountain. The 
news from Kootenay is meagre. Mont- 
gomery claim (Perry Greek) continues to 
yield steadily at tho rato or nbout .?50 a 
day to the hand. Three sliafts were be- 
ing put down below the Falls. No other 
claims were yielding much. Crojjs in tho 
Kootenjiy country were excellent. There 
were about l,;iOO beef cattle, 2,(K)0 Indian 
and 300 other horses. A good deal of dis- 
satisfaction was felt on aeoount of the 
poll for the Commons election being held 
at Perry Greek, a place by no means con- 
vcniont to the largest number, and it is 
hoped the mistake will not be repeated. 
Few of the Wild Horse Greek i)ooplo 
would care to travel 15 miles to another 
crook to vote; and tho consequence was 
that only 7 votes woro cast.O for Mr. Smith 
and 1 for Mr. DcM'dney. It is tho subject 
of bitter complaint taat the Magistrate 
and Gold Commissioner statlonod at Koo- 
tenay is not invested with the functions of 
County Court .luclgo, The i)ractieal re- 
sult is that no County Court work can lie 
done— a serious matter, we need not say, 
to persons doing business there.

It must intorosfc us to know tho jn-o- 
cess of making an article bo cxtousively 
'uSed in our cities, aud wa herewitli 
publish a sort of gfts-catoehisin, which 
convoys a pood denl of imj^ortaut ' 'light" 
to tho jiivGiiilo miiid ou this subject: 

"Plow do yoti make gas ?" 

; 'First they put about two bushels of 
bituminous coal in a loug air-tighfc re- 
tort. Tho retort is heated red hot,and of 
courso, tho coal is honted red-hot, when 
the giiB bursts out of it as you see it 
burst out of lum])3 of soft 
coal on tho parlor fire. The gas passes 
off through the pipes. A ton of coal 
will make 10,000 cubic feet of gas. 
Tho gas, as it leaves the coal, is very 
impure." 

"How do thoy purify it." 

"First while hot, it is ruu off into 
another building; then it is forced 
tiirough long perpendicularpipes sur- 
rounded with cold water. This cools 
the gas, when a good deal of tar con- 
denses from it and runs down to the 
bottom of the perpendicular steam 
boiler, half-full of wood laid crosswise. 
Then ten thousand streams of cold 
water are spurted through. Through 
the mist and rain, and between the 
wet sticks of wood, tho gas passes, com- 
ing out washed aud cloansod. Am- 
monia condenses, joimj the water, and 
falls to tho bottom." * 

"What next V " 

'•Well, next tho gas is purified. It 
is passed tlirougli vats of lime and 
oxide of iron which take out the car- 
bonis acid and ammonia." 

"What next'i' " 

"Tho gas is nowpuro. Itlias passed 
through tho big Btr.tiou-metre, then 
through tho mains aud pipes, till it 
reaches the gas jets iuyourroom. Then 
it burns while you fvll scold because it 
don't bum better."
